Rules, 1955, the following items thall be inserted, 
namely 

“A.A7.10A —Aspartyl phenyl alanine methyl 
ester commonly known as Aspertame, having empiri¬ 
cal formula as and moleijular weight 

as 294,31, shall be the material which is slightly solu¬ 
ble in water and Methanol, It shall contain not less 
than 98 per cenl and not more than 102 per cent of 
Aspertame on dried basis. It shall not contain more 
than 3 ppm of Arsenic and 10 ppm of Lead. 

The loss on drying of the material at 105°C for 
4 hours, shall not be morethan 4.3 per cent of its 
weight. The sulphate ash shall not be more than 
0.2 per cent. It shall not contain more than 1 per 
cent of diketo-piperzine. It shall also carry the label 
declarations as mentioned m rules 32(g), 42(ZZZA) 
and 42 (ZZZB).’’
